EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claim 12, the closest prior art by Hancock's do not explicitly disclose "a 
shape for an icon representing the aircraft, wherein the shape is associated with at least 
a distinct numeric altitude range and is the sole displayed indicator of the numeric value 
of the altitude of the aircraft". 

As per claim 13, the closest prior art by Hancock's do not explicitly disclose 
"correlating the third coordinate z with a shape of the icon, wherein the icon shape is 
associated with at least a distinct numeric altitude range and is exclusively indicative- 
on the of the value of the third coordinate z" 

As per claim 51 , the closest prior art by Hancock's do not explicitly disclose 
"presenting the icon to a user on a display, wherein the shape of the icon is the only 
way that information about at least the range of numeric values for the respective one of 
latitude, longitude, and altitude information is visually conveyed to the user, and wherein 
the icon is presented on a position on the display indicative of the other two of latitude, 
longitude, and altitude of the aircraft".
